LABOR GOVERNMENT RE- 
FUSES TO IMPOSE DUTY 
ON WHEAT — PREMIER 
MACDONALD MAKES DE- 
FINITE ANNOUNCE- 
MENT AT OPENING OF 
BRITISH PARLIAMENT 


London, Oct. 28.—(By Can- 
adian Pres Cable) — Premier 
Ramsay MacDonald announced 
in the House of Commons this 
afternoon that the Labor gov- 
ernment was not prepared to 


put a tariff on wheat. ‘We 
cannot do it,” he said. 
Thus the government of- 


ficially put an end to any hopes 
that Canadian or other domin- 
ions’ wheat products would re- 
ceive a tariff preference on the 
British market. His announce- 
ment definitely restricted the 
possibilities to some system of 
bulk purchasing or quota ar- 
rangement which would favor 
the dominions as against 
foreign wheat growers. 

The prime minister was dis- 
cussing the Imperial Confer- 
ence during the debate,on the 
address in reply to the speech 
from the throne. 

He said that when the British 
government asked how it could 
help the dominions, the first 
thing every premier said was, 
“tax wheat.” “We could not 
do it,” declared Mr. MacDonald.

WILSON COMMISSION REC. 
OMMENDS_ LETHBRIDGE 
NORTHERN RATES BE 
SLASHED TO $28.00 PER 
ACRE—AND LOWER IN 
MACLEOD SECTION 


Recommending that the 
province of Alberta “take its 
loss’’ on the Lethbridge North- 
ern irrigation district, the Wil- 
son commiission, which has 
been inquiring into the finan- 
cial situation of the water users 
on that project for the past 
two months has made its re- 
port to the government. The 
report, released for publica- 
tion on Tuesday by Premier 
Brownlee, recommends in a 
word that the cost of the water 
right to the farmers on the 
Lethbridge Northern project 
be cut approximately in two— 
or a valuation of about $28.00 
per acre to be placed on _ this 
right. 

In the case of land to be sold 
including the land and the 
water right the average cost 
recommended by the commis- 
sion is placed at about $35.00 
per acre as against the pres- 


ent $70.00 figure which  ob- 
tains. 
As the actual construction 


cost of the water right, plus 
accrued charges, is now well 
over $55.00 per acre, it will be 
seen that the $28.00 water 
right figure recommended 
means a cutting in two of the 
cost to the settler on the land. 

In the Macleod section of the 
project a water right charge of 
about $18.00 per acre is recom- 
mended. 

The bonds of the district, 
guaranteed by the provincial 
government, approximate a 
total of $5,500,000.00. If the 
settlers on the project are to be 
relieved of half these charges. 
it means that some $2,750,000.- 
00 will become a charge against 
the general debt of the prov- 
ince, and will be assumed by 
the people as a whole. 

Another important recom- 
mendation of the commission 
is that the style of contract for 
the land plus the water right 
should be greatly simplified on 
t he Lethbridge Northern,

BROW NLEE DECLARES 
WHEAT POOL CERTAIN 
TO MEET OBLIGATIONS 
Edmonton, Alta., Oct. 29.— 

In answer to Premier Bracken's 

statement, that the prairie 

provinces may be called upon 
to pay $10,000,000 of the Wheat 


Pool guarantee, Premier 
Brownlee today said: 

“What the crop loss may be 
is entirely a matter of specula- 
tion. The governments are not 
being pressed at present to 
meet the guarantee.” 


So far as Alberta is con- 
cerned, Mr. Brownlee stated he 
could say “there would cer- 


tainly be no ultimate loss to the 

province; it will all be taken 

care of by the Wheat Pool.” 
Has Ample Assets 

Winnipeg, Oct. 29.—(By the 
Canadian Press.)—The Winni- 
peg Tribune, in a front page 
acticle published this after- 
noon, says, in part: 

“Whatever the amount may 
be, the assets of the Manitoba 
pool are pledged to the province 
as security for any money the 
government may have to pay 
under the guarantee given the 
banks.” 

The Tribune added that mem- 
bers of the government declar- 
ed today that the Manitoba 
pool has ample assets to pay 
any monies the government 
may have to meet on its guar- 
antees. It was noted that each 
government, in sanctioning the 
guarantees, made an agree- 
ment with its provincial pool 
by which the pool gave a 
blanket hypothecation of its 
assets for possible losses, the 
pool’ pledges having validity 
over claims of any other 
creditors. The Tribune adds: 

“According to the last fin- 
ancial statement of the Mani- 
toba wheat pool, that for the 
year ended July 31, 1929, the 
assets of the pool on the bal- 
ance sheet and reserve ac- 
count statement were shown at 
$4,334,425. Since this state- 
ment was issued the physical 
assets of the pool have not been 
impaired,”

disease. We should always 
deal with such secretions as if 
we knew them to contain dis- 
ease germs. The spread of dis- 
ease depends upon whether the 
germ-laden secretion from one 
person gains entrance into the 
body of another person. 

The spread of disease may be 
direct, as when the germs are 
transferred by the droplets 
which are thrown out into the 
air by uncovered coughs and 
sneezes. It may also be in- 
direct, and it is in the indirect 
spread that the hands play an 
important part. 

In considering the indirect 
spread, there are two import- 
ant points to be kept in mind. 
Disease germs die comparative- 
ly quickly outside of the body. 
They require heat and moisture 
to preserve their lives; drying 
destroys them, and sunlight 
kills them.
